FPresident Jefirey on the Situation.

E. T. Jeffrey, president of the Denver &
Rio Grande, is now in New York city. In
speaking of the railroad situation he said:
“As to Western rallroad business, so far
it has shown no betterment. The reports
from our own road have compared unfa-
vorably with those of the same perlod last
year. This has been due partly to the fact
that as yet there has been only a slight
revival In trade, and partly because of the
Leadville labor troubles. In another month
or two the improvement in business will
be well under way, and I belleve that with-
in & very short time the earnings of the
rallroads will be showing good Increases,
[ do not think the Western roads will do
much in the way of extensions or rencwals
for some little time yet. You ecan con-
fidently count on the West sharing largely
in the pros&eﬂty in store for the whole
country. estern business will improve
steadily from now ¢n. New enterprises will
be launched with the aid of reassured und
confident capital. The production of the
West will be largely Increased. And the
rallroads wiil benefit by ull this improve-
ment. To my mind, the most important re-
sult of this election, the result that will
most benefit the Western country, is the
decigion by the people that everywhere in
the United States there shall be law and
protection for property. That is what is
zoing to bring the capital of the East and
of Europe to the West. | do not think the
Western people realize this yet, But I can
see It. and 1 do not hesllate proclaim it.
You cannot induce capital to come into cn-
terprises when that capital Is fearful of
fts own safety. The people of this country
have decided that protection .afhall be given
to property and investments.

Victory for Western Roads,

The Western roads have scored a victory
in their fight to get the lines of the Joint

Traflic Association to join them in meet-
ing the competition of the Canadian Pacl-
flc excursions to points in eastern Canada,
They have for a month back been trying
to get the roads of the Eastern orguniza-
tion to stand a portion of the reduction,
but the latter would have none of it.
Finally Chairman Caldwell went in person
to New York and made an argument before
the Eastern roads, with the result that
they have rescinded thelr former action
and will ald the Western roads in meeéting
the competition through 8t. Paul and Chi-
cago. Hereafter when the Western roads
have a fight to wage before the board of
managers of the Joint Traflle Assoclation
they will send a personal representative to
the spot and not trust to the Intermediate
work of committees formed of representa-
tives of the Jolnt Traffic and Trunk-line

associations.
November Business,

Last month there were handled on the
Blg Four system 404,170 passengers, against
466,568 In November, 1585,

In November there were handled at the
city freight depot of the Pennsylvania line

33,957,076 pounds of freight, representing
2,029 cars, against 51,267,601 pounds of freight
in November, 1895, representing 4,509 cars.

On the Big Four system last month there
were handled 125,529 loaded cars, against
150,470 In November, 186,

Thern were transferred over the Delt
road in November 63170 cars., Belt road
eugines handled for the stock yards 4,1M
cars, and for private switches on its lines
1,250 cars,

K. & 1. Bridge to Be Sold.
Judge Barr, in the United States Court
at Louisville, yesterday ordered the
preparation of a decree of sale of the Ken-
tucky and Indiana Bridge Company, which

includes approaches on both sides of the
river, the New Albany Street-rallway
Company and the New Albany Belt rali-
road. The value of the whole is over §.000, -
000 and the claim of the [irst mortgage
bondholders is given priority over all other
clalms, An impression prevails that the
Southern railway will secure control of the
property and lease to other lines now oper-
ating over the bridge.

EVIDENCE OF MR. MILLER

° >
MAKES A RATHER DARK CASE FOR
LEOTUS M'LEAN'S SLAYER,

*

President of State Bank of Indiana on
the Stand—=Sapreme Court Affirms

Tax Case.

L

The trial of William Perry, in the Crim-
inal Court, for the murder of Leotas Mc-
Lean, progressed rapidly yesterday, the
State probably completing its side of the
case. Prosecutor Wiltsle informed the
court, at 12 minutes to 5 o'clock, that the
State would probably rest.

“It may be that we will have another wit-
ness to-morrow morning, and do not wish
to formally close our case until then, but
we probably rest,” sald he.

The trial is exciting the usual interest
that centers about murder cases, When fhe
doors of,the court room were opened yes-
terday the corridors were crowded with
men and women ready to rush into the
room. There were more women than on
the previous day. The crowd was some-
what nolsy during the morning, and great
confusion was created several times by peo-
ple passing in and out of the doors. Judge
McCray informed the crowd at the opening
of court in the afternoon that those who
were present would not be allowed to leave
the room until a recess should be taken.
Agaln, at the recess at 3:30, he advised all
who did not want to remain until court ad-
Journed for the night to pass out then, for
the doors would be kept closed

When Perry was brought into court he
found his wife and children waiting for
him. They had not been present the day
before. He greeted them kindly. There are
two boys and two girls, from about ten
years old down to the youngest, which is
scarcely two. Perry held the baby in his
lap during almost the entire day. Mrs. Per-
ry sat near him, but they conversed very
little. Perry watched every witness for the
State while testimony was being
taken. In one or two instances, while wit-
nesses for the State were giving evidence in
chief, it looked as though TFerry was
anxious to catch their eyes, but they in-
variably kept their eyes turned toward the
prosecuting attorney, grho was doing the
questioning.

The principal witness for the prosecution
was Hiram Miller, president of the State
Bank of Indiana, who was an eyewitness
of the murder, It was committed on his
farm. He related how he had met Perry in
the stable early on the morning of July 11
last, and that Perry complained that Mc-
Lean drove too fast-and had said that he
did not want to pitch hay with him any
more. Mr. Miller sald he paid no attention
to Perry's remarks, and walked around to
the west end of the buliding, where the
raised approach to the second floor forms
the entrance to the part of the building
where hay and feed is kept, and generally
gpoken of as the barn.

MR. MILLER'S EVIDENCE.

Mr. Miller's evidence was damaging to
Perry. He sald that McLean was looking
under some locse hay for a lost pitchfork,
in obedience to his instructions, and was
using another fork in the search. When
Perry came up Mclean began'the quarrel
by saying to Perry:

“How does it come’'that you say to Mr.
Milier that 1 cannot drive a team?"

Perry replied: "By God, 1 did say you
could not drive, and I won't load hay beé-
hind you any more.”

At this time Perry was standing near
the door and McLean was standing on o

small partition dividing the middle of the
barn from the compuariments where grain
and hay is kept. Yerry advanced a step or
two toward Melean, and then Mr., Miller
Interfered and ordered the men to their
work. Mr. Miler then*noticed that Perry
had his knife in hand ho.ding it behind him,
out of sight of McLean. He ordered Perry
to put the knife up, and as Perry stepped
u.wuf' from Mclean and the latter went on
looking for the Jlost fork, Mr. Miller
thought the affair was settled. and turned
10 go to the carriage house, which is north
of the barn.

The witness had not gone far until he
heard the quarreling begin again and he
returned,

“You have been telling stories on me to
1}‘]:'. Miller and I want it stopped,” said
McelLean.

Said Perry: “I -have not been telling
#tories on you, but you have been telling
stories on ma and imposing on me too.”
MeLean denied this.and Perry called him
Har. McLean Feplfed: “If you say I am
a llar, youre a dammed Mar.”

With that Perry sprang toward MeLean.
exclalming: “1 won't take that off of no
man,” and began stabbing him. Mr, Miller
saw the whole affair, but was in no posi-
tion to Interfere and made no effort to do
80. He described the manner in which Me-
Lean held the plighfork and how he at-
tempted to push Pérry away from him with
the handle, He did not belleve that Me-
Lean made any effort to turn the prongs
toward Perry. Perry made the remark
ust before the lo passed that he belleved
IeLean would like to run the fork into
him and Mcl.ean had replied:

“I would just as soon do =0 as not if
you do not put up that knife.”

Then the quarrel took the turn as stated,
and the stabbing began. Mr. Miller said
the men rolled down the embankment and
that MelLean raised himself up partly after
reaching the ground and then fell back
and died.

A FARM IHHAND'S STORY.

Jerome E. Wise, a farm hand who has
been employed on Mr. Miller's farm for a
number of years, told practically the same
story as Mr. Miller. He was standing right
in the doorway leading into the barn and
saw and heard the whole thing. He was
on the stand two hours at the opening of
court and the defense tried hard to shake
his testimony, but falled to materially af-
fect it. Mrs. Anna E. McLean and Mrs,
Angeline McLean, mother and wife of the
murdered man, testified as to his age and
physical condition. The wife sald her hus-
band had been in {11 health ever sinee thelr
marriage, when McLean was but eighteen
years old.

Walter E. Swain, a school teacher living
at Muncle, was another witness to the
tracedy. He is a son-in-law of Mr. Miller
and stood in an upper window of the house,
where he had a clear and unobstructed
view of the men involved, He said he was
aroused by the loud talking. He judged by
the actions of Perry and McLean that they
were quarreling and then heard Mr, Miller
order them to go about thelr work. The
next he heard was when Perry sald some-
thing to Meclean and called Perry a
damned Imr. He then described the stab-
bing and the death of McLean. He went
to a telephone a short distance from the
house and ecalled the police and on the way
hack met Perry in the road arnd the latter
returned to the barn with him and waited
for the police,

John J. Brown, a farm hand who has
been employed by Mr. Miller for six or
seven vears, was standing near his wagon,
about fifty feet Yrom the entrance to tihwe
barn, in a position to hear part of what
was said and to see all that was done. He
was to work with Perry that day and was
waiting for him when the fight occurred,
His story of the killlng of McLean was like
that of Mr. Miller. Mr.
other witnesses, told of the search for
Perry's knife after the tragedy and how
I'..rr.\- had ioined In the search. Brown
gaid that Perry called him to one side and
told him where he had thrown the

Miller. This Brown had done afier the po-
lico took Perry away.

John B. Long, a physician who made an
autopsy on the hody of Mcolenng described
the wounds, Dr. Castor, who was then
coroner, told of his visit to the scene. He
gave McLean's height as five feet ten ond
one-half inches and his weight as 130
pounds. A. D. Rinker, policeman. told of
the arrest of Perry and of the search for

the knife.
